Over-all, the Pentagon says it 
hopes to “establish what our 
presence should be in the Wash- 
ington area” and adjust its per- 
sonnel and permanent housing 
: accordingly. 

The subcommittee hearing at 
_\which the plans for the study 
| were disclosed was called to dis- 
cuss “encroachment” of civil- 
ians on military installations 
‘\throughout the nation “to pro- 
‘Itect necessary military interests 
in the years to come.” 

Point said that except for the 
interest shown in Anacostia-'
